z GOLD QUARTZ MINING COMPANIES.—No. I. 

Str,—I think the time has arrived when gold quartz undertakings should 
be properly and calmly discussed, not alone by the suffering shareholders at 
their meetings, but likewise by those who have an interest in the welfare 
of English enterprises, and the preservation of the credit of the nation in | 
its conmmercial transactions, Although the conduct of many of the ma- 
nagera and directors of public companies is tery reprehensible, yet as the 
shareholders in general have at all times the legal and moral power at their 
command to put an immediate stop to the proceedings complained of, the 
blame rests on their own shoulders, 

The Mining Journal has, from time to time, and more especially since 
the commencement of the Californian excitement, warned the public, by 
means of a series of letters and papers, to avoid quartz mining. _ It had 
been proved, by many years of experience, that the best and richest gold 
quartz veins were extremely deceptive, and only productive near the sur- 
face ; that these veins were only fit to be wrought by diggers and mi- 
grating hard-working parties of miners, and that they were not eligible for 
public companies, ‘There is no such an instance on record as a gold quartz 
vein paying cost many fathoms below the surface. This fact has been 
repeated over and over again in your Journal, as well as in many official 
reports, and also in innumerable letters to capitalists. Nevertheless, thou- 
sands have allowed themselves, in spite of advice to the contrary, to be 
caught by misrepresentations, interested paragraphs, and sharp share- 
dealers. These victims now rue the day of temptation, grieve over their 
losses, and apparently have lost all courage to unite as a body to stop the 
evils, before they become involved again in still greater losses. 

When the first lot of quartz specimens from California came to London, 
I was consulted on the subject, and examined them, I informed the 
party that they were the usual kind of specimens obtained from quartz 
veins, but that such metallic productions were always found in mere su- 
perficial patches, only fit to be wrought by small local companies, and were 
not by any means worthy of the attention of bona fide public companies, 
Ilowever, these gold quartz companies were ushered into the English 
money market, and many of those who knew well that such speculations 
were totally worthless, yet bought, not with any expectation of dividends, 
but solely for the sake of premiums; thus they became, indirectly, the 
instruments and the abettors of jobbing directors, and concoctors of re- 
ports, to keep the shares in circulation, Nearly two-thirds of those who 
attend meetings are composed of the above class of shareholders; con- 
sequently, however “iniquitous the proceedings” of the mining companies 
may be, the scattered, honest, and uniniated shareholders have but a poor 
chance of correcting the evils, or obtaining justice, unless they take much 
more effectual and stringent means than that obtainable by the usual mock 

attendance at meetings. 

Again, those who undertook to work gold quartz veins, instead of ap- 
plying the simplest and the most efficient means for that purpose, to test 
at once the value of such veins, sent out the most unsuitable, expensive, 
and complicated machinery; which, after the failures and heavy losses 
incurred, became a convenient excuse for the ill-success of the enterprise 
‘The quartz veins are still held as rich as ever, and the poor deluded share- 
holders are called wpon to come forward with a fresh capital, for the erec- 
tion of better machinery, stamps, &c. A few share-dealing shareholders 
gather in the market adopt the resolution, &c.—speaking highly of the 
properties, and the necessity of more capital, &c., and, to encourage others, 
vote for additional capital. 

Much has been said about the Australian gold quartz veins, and we often 
see most extravagant accounts of its richness in colonial papers—the object 
of which representation is too evident to require comment. Mr, Harding 
and myself reported on their value in the years 1852 and 1853, and warned 
our respective companies not to have anything to do with them, as they were 
precisely of the same deceptive character as those commonly seen in South 
America. Immediately after the inspection of the Victoria gold fields, I 
ordered the sale of the stamping naiduary of the Port Phillip Company, 
because I saw no prospect of finding pyrites, gold veins, or water-power to 
work them, and recommended the company to confine itself, pro tem, to 
gold purchasing, melting, and assaying, and only toemploy a small party 
to explore deposits which may hereafter be rendered remunerative to the 
company when the Government should be willing to grant the ground. 

On my return home, I again warned the public, through the medium 
of your Journal, tobe on their guard, and to avoid being entrapped by the 
flaming reports on the richness of gold quartz, and the value of the new 
gold extracting machinery, &c. 

Many persons have expressed their astonishment, that when gold of the 
value of 8,000,000/, is still annually extracted from the soil of Australia, 
by means of the rudest appliances, English companies, who are supposed 
to possess all the facilities and experience money can command to ensure 
success, should be so unsuccessful. This is not by any means surprising 
to those who are acquainted with the gold regions, the existing state of 
the colonies, and the conduct of the managers and directors of some of 
our public companies. 

The last despatches, received from the colony of Victoria, dated Sept. 12, 
fully corroborate what I have frequently maintained respecting the cha- 
racter of the gold deposits :—‘‘ Assuming our population at the Victoria 
diggings to amount to about 100,000 males, they produce weekly about 
50,000 ounces of gold, This would only leave about 2/. per week to each 
man for his support, and this he must necessarily expend for food and 
raiment, without allowing for any saving.” Ordinary labourers at the 
diggings, even at the present depressed state of the colonies (owing to the 
high price of the common necessaries of life) are paid at the rate of 3/. per 
week, Therefore, were the gold companies in the colony of Victoria to 
receive the total produce of the diggers, and have to pay them at the rate 
of 3¢. per week, they would incur heavy losses; consequently, we need 
not be surprised that misled, and perhaps infatuated, gold seekers should, 
at a great sacrifice, produce such a large amount of gold, from regions 
where companies could not realise a profit. Evan Horxus.

It is calculated that 
four mills will pulverise 50 tons of the lode per day, but to make a safe 
average calculation, allowing for all possible casualties, 1000 tons monthly 
throughout the year may be depended on, The mill basins are 9 teet in 
diameter ; the weight of each, 7 tons, and in each of which there are four 
hollow balls, each of 3 ft. diameter, weighing about 32 cwts. On the first 
tier there are 12 amalgamators, each to contain about 150 lbs. of mercury, 
and on the second tier six; in all, 18. The second tier amalgamates the 
whole of the stuff that passes through the first, as it does so pass, From 
the upper range of amalgamators the mercury is drawn off once a week, 
and retorted, but from the second it is only drawn off once every fortnight. 
The whole of the mercury thus used can be distilled by two of Captain 
Davis's retorts in one day, and the loss by amalgamation, &c., after the 
first retorting is a mere trifle, The mercury coming from the seller is 
found more or less adulterated, and thence in proportion to this adultera- 
tion there is a loss of a variable quantity on the first retorting. On the 
whole, for effective power of machinery for crushing and amalgamating, 
&e., and for the producing of gold from its lode stuff finally in its pure 
solid state by practieal chemical means, on a majestic scale, and now that 
the machinery, &c., are in appliance, at an inconsiderable expense, I feel 
every confidence of the successful issue of this noble undertaking, and I 
have no doubt the shareholders will soon have satisfactory evidence to ar- 
rive at a like conclusion. 

I may remark here, in reference to failures by amalgamating processes, 
as at Cwm Heisian, that the lodes of Dolfrwynog, and also of those of the 
Prince of Wales, are of very different constituents from those of the ma- 
terials experimented on where failures occurred. In a future communi- 
cation I will endeavour to point out the causes with precision, but at pre- 
sent it is sufficient to say on the bearing of the subject matter of this notice, 
that there is nothing of any importance found in the lodes of either the 
Dolfrwynog or Prince of Wales, or such like mines whose lodes are simi- 
larly constituted, to prevent or counteract the chemical amalgamating play 
of reduction of metallic gold from their contents. There is no doubt but 
there is gold enough in the Cwm Heisian Mines, and others of like pro- 
duce, but some other process besides amalgamating must be resorted to, 
in order to produce it to pay. ‘The failure of late trials are not to be at- 
tributed to Berday®s, or any other machinery, but to the antagonistic ma- 
terials, or mixed constituents, of the lodes experimented on. As a lead 
mine, Cwm Heisian will pay well, if worked properly ; as a gold mine, 
never by mere amalgamating processes, As gold mines, Dolfrwynog and 
the Prince of Wales are affinitical to the amalgamating process, and these 
will, therefore, be obedient to the laws of affinity so long as the composi- 
tion of their lodes is favourable to such mercurial affmity as they seem, 
by experiments variously tried up to the present, to possess. Besides the 
gold and lead mines of Dolfrwynog, there are other matters of mineral 
importance connected with this sett, which I intend to notice in a future 
letter.—Hammersmith, Nov. 25.

MINING IN IRELAND: HISTORY OF THE MIZEN HEAD 
COPPER MINING COMPANY, 


Sir,—It might be interesting to some of your readers, particularly those who hold 
shares in the above company, to know something of the position of their affairs at 
the present time. Mr. Larkin, a Dublin solicitor, in the name of Mr. Wright, iinen- 
draper, of Dublin, a shareholder, obtained on the 7th inst. a conditional order from 
the Master of the Rolls in Dublin to wind-up the affairs of the Mizen Head Company 
there, unless the London shareholders (who had previously commenced winding-up 
the affairs of the company, in accordance with resolutions of general meetings) could 
show ‘good cause to the contrary,” by the 19th inst., which has been extended to 
this Mh a 24th inst.) That was, unless they could convince the Court that it 
would be much better to wind-up the affairsin accordance with the rules of the com- 
pany’s cost-book, than to undergo the expense and delay of the Winding-up Act, and 
thus to pay off the liabilities of the company, which it is believed do not at present 
exceed 600/. One part of the proceedings in Dublin on the 7th inst., was that the 
petitioner, or rather solicitor, ‘‘ be declared entitled to the cost of the petition in this 
matter.” It is, of course, impossible to say what the result to the shareholders will 
be should the order be made absolute, 

As the Winding-up Act is a new thing in the Irish courts, it is not certain how it 
will be carried out there; but that Act has been truly designated in England, by 
respectable journalists, as ‘the scourge,” from its tedious, oppressive, and costly 
operation, on unfortunate shareholders, or “ contributories,” as they are termed by 
the Act. It is much doubted whether the Act in question was ever intended for the 
winding-up of such wretched companies as the Mizen Head, Under the cost-book 
of the company, the whole business of winding-up is very simple: it consists of dis- 
posing of the assets by public auction, or otherwise, and paying the creditors (about 
eight or ten in number) their honest claims, none of which have been disputed, and 
dividing among the sharcholders any surplus that might remain. That mode of pro- 
ceeding can now be carried out speedily, and the affairs wound up at a very small 
cost. But if, unfortunately, the operation of a cruel law should overrule justice and 
common sense, by compelling the affairs, or rather the shareholders, to be wound 
up under the Winding-up Act of 1848 and 1849, years will be required, and calls from 
time to time to a serious extent, it is feared, will be demanded to pay the heavy ex- 
penses under its infliction. It was no uncommon thing in the English courts to mul- 
tiply references on trivial or technical points from the Master to the Vice or Lord 
Chancellor, and vice versa, for the sake of costs, to an incredible extent in some cases, 
and, of course, at an immense expense to the unfortunate shareholders, who are truly 
styled under the Act **contributories.” This state of things was what the “‘ trustees” 
were most anxious to avoid, owing to the peculiar and positive nature of the com- 
pany’s property, and the comparative poverty of the majority of the shareholders. 

It is evident that it would be far better for the shareholders to come forward man- 
fully and subscribe a few shillings per share, as proposed months ago by “ the trus- 
tees,” in their circulars, to pay off the few debts of the company, and to work the 
mine prudently, than to be drawn in, by a tedious process, to pay much larger sums 
in law costa, for the unnecessary purpose of winding-up the company under the Act. 

So much for the present position of the company; but it is necessary to say a few 
words more on this subject, in justice to a few individuals in the Mizen Head, who 
came forward at the eleventh hour, at their own expense and risk, to save from con- 
fiscation the lease of the mines for the company. In order that the numerous and 
intelligent readers of your valuable Journal might understand this Mizen Head case, 
I will endeavour to lay the facts before them as concisely as possible. 

The Mizen Head Copper Mining Company was brought into existence in the au- 
tumn of 1852, under the patronage or management of Col. now Major-general Sir 
James Chatterton, Bart., Mr. A. Perrier, the Hon. Cecil Lawless, M.P., Mr. J. F. 
Maguire, M.P., Mr. W. A. Rose, Mr. J. H. Swanton, and Dr. E. L. Staube, profess- 
edly on the Cost-book Principle. The shares were to be 20,000, of 1/. each, deposit 
10s, The prospectus was attractive. It stated that the sett was some miles in ex- 
tent, containing numerous large lodes, of highly promising character, and it was 
situated at Mizen Head, in the county of Cork, on the shore opposite to the well- 
known Berehaven Mines. The champion lode was described as being 20 feet wide, 
and, according to the report of Capt. Thomas, produced “ as fine lumps of yellow ore 
and quartz as could be seen in any mine in Cornwall.” The prospectus also stated 
that 2500/, had been advantageously expended in sinking shafts, driving levels, and 
erecting machinery, and so forth; and that, according to the reports of five mining 
captains, including those of the Berehaven Mines, the outlay would be small in im- 
mediately raising the ores. It further stated that the committee had secured the 
lease of this valuable mine, upon the most advantageous terms, for 30 years, with the 
reduced royalty of 1-18th, the proprietors having agreed to accept the bulk of the 
purchase money in shares, and it stated that so confident were the committee that 
the most speedy and profitable returns must result from the working of the mines, 
that they had determined upon calling for a deposit of 10s. only, feeling satisfied that 
it would be amply sufficient. 

The result of this appeal, and of the exertions made by the private and the public 
agents of the company, was that 14,500 shares were placed, including a number of 
free shares to the directors and others, and produced in cash about 50007. A meetin 
of the company was held in February, 1854, wh@n the shareholders were inform 
for the first time, that 20007. had been paid for the mine, and that 20007. remained 
due. A call of 2s, 6d. per share was made, and it realised 11,000/., which paid off 
10002., and left 10002, owing to the vendor. At this juncture, owing to bad advice, 
and the interference of some very talkative persons, the Dublin and other share- 
holders refused to pay any more money on calls, alleging that they understood the 
whole of the purchase money had been paid for the mine, and that the fourth 1000/. 
Was an extra sum they knew nothing about. Thesum of 12s. 6d. per share was then 
= up, and the directors called up the remaining sum of 7s. 6d. per share, in three 

stalments of 2s. 6d. each. In the interval a number of shares were forfeited, and 
some were sold, for non-payment of calls, subject to the call of 7s. 6d. per share, the 
last instalment of which was due on July 20, 1854. The call of 7s. 6d. produced 
about 1100/., leaving a large number of shares in arrear—say, . Those who had 

id up their calls, with a view to secure the lease, were told that sufficient would be 
forthcoming to pay for it, but on Feb. 16, 1855, a general meeting was held, at which 
it was stated that there was only 5/. in hand, and a balance of 140/. remained due to 
complete the purchase of the lease of the mine. This announcement produced a great 
sensation, and much disappointment. The gentleman who bad been called upon to 
audit the accounts complained in strong terms of the directors for having taken, 
under such circumstances, 106/. out of the reduced funds of the company for attend- 
ance fees; upon which two of the directors promised they would return them, but 
never did so, while the others stoutly defended the taking of the money for fees, and 
positively refused to return any taken for that purpose, is led to the appointment 
of a committee of shareholders to meet the directors, and to consult with them on 
the affairs of the company.

they would only unite as men of business, and work the mine. He brought speci 

mens of the ore from the mine, which were highly approved by parties qualified to 
judge of their indications and value. A general meeting was held soon after at 
which three trustees were appointed, to hold the lease for the company. After a 
delay of some months, a list of the shareholders who held paid-up shares was o} 

tained, and circulars were sent, informing them of the circumstances in which the 
company was placed, and requesting an expression of opinion, and also to pay off the 
liabilities of the company, then to raise more capital by easy instalments, and to 
commence operations at the mine. All appeals to that effect, however, were disre. 

garded ; about eleven out of fifty of the shareholders replied unsatisfactori|y the 
others remaining perfectly silent up to this day; and, in consequence, the genor al 
opinion was in favour of dissolving the company, and realising the assets as early ag 
possible ; as it was deemed impossible to go on with parties who appeared unabjp to 
subscribe any more, or were otherwise utterly indifferent to their own interests in 
the mines. Tne company, through the exertions of the committee, had arrived atthat 
point in its affairs that they had secured the possession of the lease and assigninent, 
and found that there were but 8 fms. more to sink the main shaft, in order to inter” 
sect the “‘ great champion lode,” which would at once have determined the valye of 
the mine for copper. The letters received from the sharcholders, who had conde. 
scended to reply to the circulars sent them by ‘‘ the trustees,” were of a character 
that gave no hope of testing that point, or of recuscitating the company. It was in 
vain they were told of the position of affairs, and the advantages of proceeding to 
secure the property and to work the mine, as they were bound to do by the terms ang 
conditions of the lease, 
Some of the Dublin shareholders, presided over by Mr. Larkin, a solicitor, helg 
meetings there at his office, and expressed a wish to have the management transferred 
to Dublia, but were not wiiling to advance any money in common with others, to pay 
off the pressing liabilities. Some of the English shareholders replied that there was 
in fact, nothing to manage, and that delay would only add to the liabilities, Aga \yst 
effort, ‘ the trustees” proposed that the shareholders should subscribe 3s. per share 
to pay off the liabilities of the company, and then take steps for raising, by easy in. 
staleeate, 50002, on preference shares, to fully develop the mine ; but only two share. 
holders, holding ten shares each, responded, and sent 30s. each, which amount was 
subsequently returned to them. 

When it is considered that 14,500 shares were reduced by forfeiture to 5600 paid-up 
shares, it was reasonable to expect that would be a sufficient inducement to the share. 
holders to try and realise some part of the 70007. which had been expended by the 
company, including 40007, in cash paid for the lease; but no, * deaf as the adder.” 
&c., they declined doing anything whatever. It was supposed that nothing but the 
absolute want of means, or great distrust and desponency, could account for the 
course adopted by the shareholders generally, in abandoning a concern, which how. 
ever badly it may heretofore have been managed, was admitted by several to be 
valuable, or, at least, one of great promise. The vendorsof the mine, in fact, offered 
to raise 1000/. among them, if the English and Irish shareholders would raise 4000/, 
between them, to make up the working capital to 5000/.; but that produced no ef. 
fect. The company’s affairs were thus brought into a narrow compass, and it only 
required the mutual co-operation of all concerned, and some capital, to realise the 
greater part, if not more than the whole sum expended by the existing shareholders, 
or 20s. in 1/, The consequence of this indifference, or abandonment, on the part of 
the shareholders, has been to risk the lease, and to jeopardise some 160/. or 170/, ad. 
vanced for the company by the five shareholders mentioned, with the sole view of 
securing it for the company. 

Had the defaulting shareholders paid up their arrears of calls, the company would 
now be not only out of debt, but would bave 2000/,in hand to work the mine, to raise 
the ore which is certainly there, and probably to realise a suitable profit. It is con. 
fidently believed by some, that if there had been much less secresy during the early 

ears of the company, with regard to the full sum agreed to be paid by the directors 
‘or the mines, and more publicity with respect to the affairs generally, that the calls 
would haye been paid, and the mine would now have been in profitable operation, 
With regard to the vendors of the mine, who have received what is now considered a 
large sum for the lease, it is right to state that they have hitherto acted towards tle 
company with a very gentlemanly forbearance, and it is to be hoped they will con. 
tinue to do so for some time longer, until something more satisfactory occurs in re- 
spect to properly working the mine, As the affairs of the Mizen Head are likely to 
prove an instructive lesson to shareholders, committees, and directors, the future is 
now looked forward to with great interest.

MINING IN THE ST. AUSTELL DISTRICT. Y 


Sr, —Having visited the St. Austell district, I made particular enquiries respect. 
ing that mineral-producing locality. The slip of ground which has produced the 
copper and tin in such immense quantities is about six miles long, and three-quarters 
toa mile and a half wide. In this ground, all mines which have been profitable have 
been on parallel lodes; I believe it is only in two instances in which there have been 
two profitable mines on the run of the same lodes, All the bunches on rich profitable 
orey ground have been on parallel lodes, but in an oblique direction, one from the 
other.

To the south-west we have Par Green or Tywardreatlh Mines, St. Blazey Consols, 
and other mines, none of which have been productive; and from the various trials 
made from time to time, it would appear that this piece of ground, from Par Beach 
on to St. Blazey, and beyond in that direction, is non-productive as to profits. 

The next mine on the southerly and westerly run is Par Consols, now, and for many 
years past, one of the richest mines in the county; but, strange to say, as the lodes 
are fullowed south-easterly they almost disappear, and are, of course, not productive; 
when in the opposite direction (north-westerly), the same lodes make tin. 

Pembroke and East Crinnis are the next mines on this run south-westerly; each 
in times past have been very rich. In following the lodes south-easterly on theit 
course they have become worthless, but in the uppermost direction (north. westerly)

EXCESSIVE MINING ROYALTIES, AS CHARGED IN WALES. 
Sra, —Will you kindly allow me a small space, in relation to mining dues or royalties, 
as charged in most of the Welsh mining districts, which I think to be a sufficient 


reason for the hindrances of sound legitimate mining in the Principality generally? 
In lead mining, the dues or royalties claimed vary, as 1-7th to 1-10th, and in some 
eases 2/, per ton of ore. Now, I maintain that such burdens on legitimate mining are 
excessive, and the landed proprietors do not deserve to have their properties opened, 
until they submit to a reduction of at least one-half—say, 1-l4th to 1-20th, as varied 
creamstances nay warrant. At this moment there are extensive and highly pro- 
wising mineral districts in Wales uuworked, the proprictors of which urgently offer 
their lands, claiming the “hackneyed ” dues of 1-l0th; but prudent persons who 
have money to invest, and perhaps lose, feel no inclination to risk their means for the 
sole benelit of the landowner, believing, as they do, thatif unsuccessful they ought not 
t» be taxed to the extent of a seventh or a tenth; while in most cases the mountain 
jynds are not worth a rental of 2s, 6d. per acre per annum, where such mineral dis- 
triets prevail. Look, for instance, at the counties of Cardigan and Montgomery ; the 
wining regions are distant from good roads, without railways, or fuel for steam ma- 
chinery; in summer short of water, and the most ordinary timber distant some 
§) miles, with a mining population supplied with the common necessaries of life at 
very high rates of prices. Now, these are facts well known to all interested in Welsh 
mining. The veins pane prove good, but these drawbacks absorb the profits in 
toto, Surely, landed proprietors in Wales must see the absurdity of attempting to 
caim such dues; people who have 10,0002. or 20,0001, to invest{now-a-day look around 
on all the speculations open to investment, and to those who are inclined towards 
mining it naturally occurs that dues of 1-7th or 1-10th appear a heavy incumbrance, 
and it really is so. In excessive royalties are plainly to seen reasons sufficiently 
strong to account fur the comparatively small amount of legitimate mining in the 
Principality, when you take into account the great extent of unwrought mineral dis- 
triets; and you may depend upon it that this state of things will continue until the 
royalties are reduced, so as to meet the disadvantages I have named. 

There are interested parties who urge upon the landowners that 1-10th is not too 
much, but in paying the royalties they take care to deduct a high per centage for 
themselves, as payment for introducing the property to the notice of monied parties, 
for whom they become managers, making up machinery for the mines, &c., and they 
continue to go on in receipt of a part of the dues, the sufferers being the parties 
wining, as wellas the landed proprietor, who, in some cases, hardly obtains what 
he ought. The proprietor should deal directly with the parties investing or embark- 
ing in mining pursuits, and abstain from claiming dues until the ar be in profit- 
ale working. You will perceive that the landowners stand in their own way, in a 
great measure, by insisting on such high dues. The remedy is with them, and the 
result would, if adopted, prove that a vast impetus to Welsh mining had been —.

Does*‘Junius” forge: that 10 guineas 
subscription, and 5 guineas entrance fees are the same in amount, under whatever 
terms they are expressed? Does he forget that that sum might have been as incon- 
venient to him at one period as to many others now? Does he not think that there 
are as many honest and honourable agents, who can be entrusted with commissions, 
whether the same be 2 guineas or 15 guineas? Does the amount of subscription make 
aman the morejust? Ifso, why not make it 50, and thus command integrity at once? 
The honesty is in the character of the man, and not in his means. My meaning in- 
tended to convey the principle that the more numerous the members the larger the 
amount of business would be transacted, a greater capital would be brought into ope- 
ration, more facility afforded to general business, and speculation flourished among 
the middle men or jobbers, I may be wrong, Mr. Editor, but these were my views: 
and if I were so deeply engaged in speculation as formerly, it is very likely I should 
have become a member, when I would have told you how the Exchange progresses, 
I fear my estimation of some F.G.S.’s, for their practical mining knowledge, is not 
of the most religiouz regard, Not, Mr. Editor, that I entertain any personal disre- 
spect to members or associates of any learned or public body; but what in the name 
of common sense can men mean to infer, by attaching to their names pompous ini- 
tials so ** full of sound and fury,” unless it is to impress the notion that they possess 
greater talent and ability than their less obtrusive colleagues?) Why not adopt Dr. 
Pangloss, and say A.S.S.? Would not a tradesman be equally justified in having over 
his door M.C.S. (Member of the Calvinistic Society) ; I'.B.8. (Fellow of the Baptist 
Society)? No, he would be termed a canting hypocrite! That judge took a cor- 
rect view of that mining F.G.S. when he termed him a Fellow of the ‘Gammon ” 
Society! Fearing, Mr. Editor, that I am trespassing too much on your space, I will, 
with your permission, address a few words to“ Junius” in rhyme.

--in charge of persons, not so much prized for their mining qualifications as for fur- 
nishing reports in accordance to the instructions given at head quarters, Is it, there- 
fore, to be wondered at that these gold companies should end in disappointment and 
crimination, and that those men who had hitherto stood high for their judgment in 
mining should be brought to account for their proceedings at starting, and subse- 
quently for allowing unprofitable and expensive concerns to be continued? Even this 
old and respectable gold company (the Imperial! Brazilian Mining Association) has, it 
appears, been led lately to the folly of assaying small samples of their raw material. 
I thought this farce of assaying for gold was over, and that the public had enough of 
it, at homeand abroad.

THE RHOSYDD RAILWAY, AND THE QUARRIES. 


Srn,--A parliamentary notice having just appeared in a local paper, the Carnarvon 
and Denbigh Herald, of a projected railway from the Rhosydd Slate Quarries, to join 
the line already in such successful operation from the Festiniog Slate Quarries to 
Portmadoc, and being wholly intended for mining purposes, I am induced to beg 
space in a corner of your valuable and widely-cireulated Journal for a few remarks 
on the advantages which such a line would appear to afford, not only to the Rhosydd 
Slate Company themselves, who have shown such magnanimous spirit and well- 
directed application of ultimate economy to their own interests, but likewise to two 
or three other companies, whose quarrying property is in immediate proximity to 
the former, and cannot, therefore, but prove beneficial to these latter.

PArctings ot ining Companies. 
NANTLLE VALE SLATE COMPANY, + 


The bi-monthly meeting of shareholders was held at the offices of the company, 32, 
Moorgate-street, on Wednesday,—Mr. WiLKinson in the chair. 

Mr. Bacon (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting, and the minutes 
of the last, which were confirmed. 

The Cuairman said that he had little to do upon this occasion, except to direct their 
attention to the financial position of the company. They were 290/, in debt, against 
which they had stock to the amount of 423/. 1s. Two calls had been made, which were 
equal to 565/, 16s, The directors advanced 700/., ata time when, owing to the war, 
money was presumed to be scarce; this would, of course, have to be paid back, but 
it would be neariy covered by the calls. Ie might mention, as an instance of the 
good faith of the shareholders, that out of the last call made only 24/. remained unpaid. 
So far, therefore, he considered they were in a very good position, The directors find 
that to work the quarry economically they would require steam-power, as some dith- 
culty had been experienced about obtaining water. He was happy to say they had 
succeeded in hiring an engine, for six months, at 90/., with the option of purchasing 
for 500/., the 90/7. being allowed in the purchase-money, for the payment of which there 
was but little doubt time would be given. 

A SHAREHOLDER enquired whether they could continue the hire until circumstanees 
warranted a complete purchase ? 

The CuarnMan replied that they could do so, but the second hire would not be al- 
lowed in the purchase. They shortly expected to produce 200 tonsof slate per month, 
which would yield a remunerative profit to the shareholders, and it would, therefore, 
he thought, be most desirable to purchase the engine, seeing that it would effeet con- 
siderable saving. It was true they had been working slowly, because, in the first 
place, they had not the power to do it economically ; and, in the second, the apparatus 
connected with the engine was not firmly fixed. It was, doubtless, known that the 
Carnarvonshire Company’s railroad was within three-quarters of a mile from their 
quarry, and it had been in contemplation to curry the line direct to it. There could 
be no question about its advantage, but the expense was aconsideration. There were 
two other quarries in the neighbourhood, and the directors intended to communicate 
with them on the subject, and it had been determined to ascertain the cost. They had 
also consalted the Carnarvonshire Company, who were willing to meet them when 
this was decided, and would charge a tonnage, or otherwise, as might be agreed on, If 
carried out it would effect a saving on carriage of at least 1s, 6d, per ton, which, on 
200 to 300 tons a month, would be considerable. He would mention another step 
which would greatly benefit the company. They were at present paying, to an ad- 
joining farm, for surface damage about 20/, per year, whilst it might be obtained by 
them at 25/. to 307, The latter would be far the better course to pursue, inasmuch as 
they would be able to underlet the farm, and they would, thereby, save much of the 
expense, besides the trouble and annoyance to which they were subject. He had now 
gone through the principal items, and would call upon Mr. Bacon to read the report 
of the manager. The balance-sheet would not be laid before them until the usual 
half-yearly meeting, in January. In conclusion, he would only say that from his 
knowledge of the concern he thought it would be a paying one. He was the largest 
holder in the company, and had never parted with a single share, neither did he in- 
tend, so much confidence had he in it. All that was required to bring their opera- 
tions to a successful issue was for them to work in barmory for the common good. 


Ty-Mawr Quarry, Carnarvon, Nov. 26.—As requested in your favour of the 24th 
instant, I beg to submit my report on the above quarry :—It is, perhaps, not neces- 
sary that I should now advert to our present workings, as they have been sufficiently 
commented upon already, to show that the principal portion of the expenditure lies 
involved in preparatory operations, from which little or no benefit can be derived 
until they are completed, and the quarry more fully developed. The delay and in- 
convenience wé were subjected to in getting the steam-engine erected has caused our 
make of slates to fall far short of what might justly be expected from our prospects 
at the eastern quarry, and we are not yet able to avail ourselves of more thar two 
slate bargains in this quarry, as the rubbish has not been sufficiently removed. We 
have six mcn employed in clearing rubbish, and will be ready to let three or four bar- 
gains by the end of the month. The rock we have to work upon in this quarry is 
equal to the best in the principality at a similar depth, and the quarry is in an effi- 
cient state for prosecuting the works to any extent, both in area and depth. Iam 
very anxious to get the machinery for the western quarry erected, and the same set 
to work. Allthat is wanted now to enable us to work the quarry to good advantage 
is a sufficient capital to meet the payment of the wages for (say) six months, as that 
would probably be sufficient time to enable it to be replaced by the returns from sales 
of slates ata fair market. If this plan were adopted, lam sure we would have a large 
surplus of eapital, either at the bankers or in stock of slates at the end of the year. 
Every encouragement is afforded by the present prospects of the works to proceed 
with them, and the proprietor of the land is willing to grant the eompany every faci- 
lity. 1 would advise them to take the portion of the farm offered to them at a fair 
rental, and to keep a man and two horses upon it, which would be all they would 
have to pay for cartage of slates, besides the charges on the railway from Talysarn, 
and some half a dozen trucks; the man would cart the trucks down, returning with 
coals every day —- and they would have no further charges for trespass on 
the land from any one. I should think the rent will not exceed what the former 
tenant claimed for trespass—viz., 15/. Alittle assistance would soon render the 

uarry independent of the shareholders, and soon bring it to pay them —— for 
their perseverance. Had wining enterprise looked a little brighter = now, I would 
ask the company to continue the adit to the Vietoria Quarry, and if that enterprise 
were laid before Mr. Davis, the agent for the ptoperty, iia proper light, I have but 
little doubt that he would contribut+ liberally towafds‘it, either in a temporary re.

A SH ARKHOLDER wished to know how they stood for orders!—Mr. Bacon said they 
had at present but two on the books.

to issue from furnace chimneys, under certain penalties ; but in Birmingham, Man. | 
chester, Blackburn, Oldham, and, indeed, all our manufacturing towns, the law is | 
regarded as a dead letter, and dense volumes pour forth from every chimney, al- 
though it is well known that several successful plans exist for its preve ntion, and 
which secure, at the same time, great economy in fuel, With respect to tho-e 
points in which the Act is faulty, I may particularly allude to many metallurgical 
an chemical works, which emit vast volumes of poisonous and deadly vapours, 
but being invisible do not come within its provisions, I may mention one in wy 
own vicipity, from which the atinosphere is so constantly impregnated, that pas- 
songers from a purer air, on entering the neighbourhood, first fvel a Cisagrceeable 
sensation in the throat, and are then seized with a violent fit of coughing, which 
continues until a more genial atmosphere is obtained.

The Act of Parliament, 18 Vic., cap. $2, to amend and extend the juris- 
diction of the Stannaries Court, which passed in Judie last, and has been 
fully animadverted on in our columns, contains some points of importance 
to shareholders, with which it would be advisable to make themselves 
acquainted. In Clause 3, for instance, it is enacted, that in suits on the 
Equity side of the Vice-Warden’s Court, prosecuted according to custom 
by the purser or principal agent against an adventurer, or his personal 
representative, for calls or expenses of the mine, it shall be lawful for the 
Vice- Warden, upon special application, to order that service of process on 
the defendant in any part of England or Wales, to compel appearance 
and answer, shall be sufficient service, although he may not at the time 
be within the jurisdiction of the Court; and such proceedings shall take 
place, and such ordersand decrees be made, as if the process had been served 
on defendant within the jurisdiction of the Court. From this clause, so 
explicitly worded, it is clear that if a sharcholder in a mine, respecting 
which a lawsuit has commenced in the Stannaries Court, resides in any 

art of England or Wales other than Devon or Cornwall, he cannot avoid 
bis share of the regular process of the Court through non-residence within 
its jurisdiction, The process is very simple, it being by Clause 8 enacted, 
that the same shall be sent to the High Bailiff of the County Court of the 
district in which the defendant resides, with the usual fee, payable in 
such County Court. 

In last. week’s Mintnc Journat, we reported the case of Crovcn », 
NicHo4son, arising out of some disputes respecting an alteration in the 
number of si of Tokenbury Mine. As we noticed, a question arose 
as to the necessity of the accounts being audited by holders of a majority 
of shares. The Vice- Warden said he did not consider it indispensable to 
enable a person to sue, but he still thought it desirable, where practically 

ossible, as it was good evidence that they had been efficiently audited. 
Now, as Clause 23 empowers the Vice- Warden to make rules, bye-laws, 
and orders, as to usages and practice, and as no such order has been made 
at present affecting pursers or their accounts, our readers who are in- 
terested will know how to act. Whenever cases may arise which appear

The Auten Mrntno Association held their annual meeting yesterday, 
and although no dividend was declared, yet the results of the year’s ope- 
rations have been as satisfactory as could be well expected. ‘The accounts 
show that there has been a balance of receipts over expenditure of 1003/, 
The prospects of the property were of an improving nature; and early in 
the spring of the year a large shipment of copper is looked forward to. 
Some of the shareholders, no doubt, anticipated that a dividend would 
have been declared ; and although there is a surplus, it would have been 
highly imprudent on the part of the directors had they applied it to any 
such purposes. It must be borne in mind, that since the commencement 
of the war they have had to pay an increased price for coals; these could 
formerly be had for 8s. per ton, while the company are now giving 23s, 6d. 
The greater portion of their provisions, such as meal, salt beef, &c., was 
obtained from the Russians, who frequented the port of Hammerfest for 
the purpose of bartering their produce with the Norwegians. A consider- 
able quantity of planks, as well as candles, were likewise purchased of 
them, Owing, however, to the blockade in the White Sea, this trade has 
almost entirely ceased ; and, consequently, the value of these indispensable 
articles was considerably enhanced, which has not a little added to the 
difficulties the management have had to contend with. According to the 
accounts, there is a good stock of coals, and there is no fear that opera- 
tions will in any way be retarded. It is to be regretted that, after so 
Many years of toil and anxicty, struggling through great difficulties, and 
overcoming all obstacles, and placing the works on a sound and solid 
basis, owing to untoward events, the shareholders have not been able to 
reap that reward which their patience has so fairly merited. 

The company has now been in existence since the year 1826; and had 
not the association been obliged to colonise, and, as it were, create a 
population, the mines would long since have afforded such returns as 
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could have placed them in a most favourable position. The district in- 


the surrounding country is known to be highly mineralised; and, no 
doubt, in more prosperous times will be explored and taken advantage of 
by the Alten Mining Association.

tow almost valueless. When sales could no longer be effected on them, 
hi were deposited as securities, With the exception of one meeting, 

in February last, when the prospects were depicted as most fayour- 








ab’, the committeé of management have never met the shareholders; in 
fact, almost ignored their existence, though they were fully cognisant of 
the fact that shares had been taken solely on their representations, and that 
they were the original holders of them, 

Active operations were carried on for about ten months; the average 
expenses were about 60/. per month; ores to the amount of 8S4/. have 
been realised; and a working capital of 500/. was paid, to commence with ; 
yet, notwithstanding this, no royalty has been paid to the lord, the work- 
men have been without wages, the property is in debt, and all connected 
with it in great discredit in the surrounding country. How this money 
has been applied the shareholders are at a loss to know, and have been 
surprised to find themselves in difficulties, just at the period they antici- 
pated dividends. The secretary, who probably might, if he could, afford 
them some’ explanation, is on the Continent. It would appear that, with 
the exception of the balance-sheet placed before the meeting in February, 
no accounts have been kept ; there is no entry of the sales of ores, and no 
means of ascertaining in what manner the cash realised has been applied. 
Nearly all the funds required for the prosecution of operations have been 
advanced by one gentleman, who is now a large creditor of the mine. 

Such are briefly a few of the facts; if it were necessary we could fur- 
ther dilate upon them, but it cannot be wondered that a good property 
should be damaged when such has been the management, We trust that 
the present committee will insist upon a searching investigation, and see 
that justice, though it be tardy, is rendered to their constituents, and that 
for the future a better system will be pursued. They must not now have 
their agent writing from dictation, in order that those who hold shares may 
dispose of their scrip; and above all they must, if discipline is to be main- 
tained, sec that the workmen are punctually paid their just earnings, as 
without that they cannot fail to have a tainted fame and general discredit 
in the localit y. 

Looking dispassionately at all the circumstances, it would appear in this 
instance that all the promoters thought necessary was to get the scrip 
printed, then dispose of it to the public, regardless of the working of the 
mine, or anything concerned with it. Without doubt it was an easier mat- 
ter to carry on the adventure without any accounts than with them, though 
these, last February, were made pleasant. This cannot be disputed: more 
ores have been realised than would have paid all expenses, yet the pro- 
perty is hampered with debt, has not been at work for four months, and 
now liable to forfeiture. We are not surprised that mining is in disre- 
pute, and the public regard it with suspicion, when it is our duty to draw 
attention to such an adventure as this has been. 





In our remarks in last week’s Mintnc Jovrnat, on the capabilities of 
England and Ireland to produce iron of the most superior quality—equal, 
in fact, to that for which we are now paying exorbitant prices from Sweden, 
and other places—for the manufacture of steel, we particularly called at- 
tention to the fact that peat charcoal would enable us to effect equal re- 
sults to what had hitherto been obtained from wood. Among the writers 
on the subject, “ An Ironmaster” endeavours to show how it is that 
iron of this description, even though we have plenty of peat for charcoal, 
cannot be produced in the English market. He says there are many iron- 
masters in the neighbourhood of Wolverhampton, and other iron districts, 
who would gladly use charcoal, or peat, or anything else, if they could 
geta market for their produce. That there are several reasons which 
would operate against the use of any fucl besides coal—First, the want of 
charcoal, peat or otherwise; next the want of workmen who understand 
the process ; the unproved results as to the employment of peat charcoal 
on English ore to produce an iron equal to the construction of artillery ; 
and the uncertainty of sales when the iron was made. The experiment, 
he states, is too vast for the South Staffordshire ironmasters to turn their 
attention to, It is implied, no doubt with reason, that the “‘make” with 
charcoal is not more than one-fifth of the produce of the same sized fur- 
nace with coal; and an instance is given where one maker, from five 
blast furnaces, turning out nearly 600 tons per week, would, with char- 
coal, reduce such make to about 100 tons. 

Now, all these objections, valid enough in themselves, arise out of the 
exclusiveness, and objection to all improvement or “ innovation,” on the 
part of the ironmasters; nor can we blame them for avoiding all risk, and 
interference with regular business. With large capital employed in the 
trade, they have no means or time to attempt experiments which would 
materially interfere with the regular production of their works, and at the 
same time run the risk of complete failure and useless outlay. What we 
contend for is that Government should take the initiative—cither com- 
mence the construction of works under scientific and active men of busi- 
ness, without any jobbiag, fairly to test the question of the manufacture 
of iron by peat charcoal, or encourage capitalists in the iron trade to do 
so, by certain advantages held out. Were some such straightforward 
proceeding adopted, we have no doubt it would elicit such results as 
would astonish not only the community connected with the iron trade, 
but the scientific world in general. 





The Great Catnnts Mininc Company held their fourth! half-yearly 
mecting, on Thursday, and notwithstanding that it would appear that they 
have a good property, it seems-doomed to misfortune, through useless 
quarrelling on the onc hand, and mismanagement on the other. Although 
we know Mr, Eneranp to be of high standing as an engineer, any party 
at all acquainted with mining, after hearing the proceedings of the meet- 
ing, must confess that, however honourable his intentions, he is totally 
unfit for the position he occupies in the Great Crinnis Company. 

It is almost superfluous to remark that, however rich a mine may be, 
the permanent success of the undertaking greatly depends upon working 
the mine in a miner-like manner. Let us examine how far Mr. ENGLAND 
has done this since he undertook its direction. From the first day he, 
with others, contended that the riches were expected to be found in the 
110 fm. level, and that it was necessary to sink the shaft from the 80 fm. 
level; and yet, as Mr. Lampert observed, although it had been the sub- 
ject of discussion at every meeting, and 13,000/, had been expended, they 
were still puddling about in the 80 fm. level. 

It might be supposed that the want of capital retarded operations, but 
this is not the case; although Mr. Encranp stated that they intended 
going down when they had sufficient capital. It may be remembered, at 
the last meeting is was agreed to raise 15,000/., by the issue of 15,000 
additional shares, upon which the first instalment, of 2s. 6d. per share, 
should be paid upon application ; such shares, in the first instance, to be 
allotted pro rata to the then holders; and, in the event of their failing to 
take them up, to be offered to the public. The result has been, that 5000 
shares are still in the hands of the directors. 

The Chairman stated that the board had received an offer from Paris to 
take up the whole of the shares on hand, and pay down the 5000/7., thus 
at once giving them an ample capital to develope the undertaking. It is 
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= THE MINING ASSOCIATION. 

The adjourned meeting of this association was held at the South Sea 
House, on Tuesday, and included a great number of influential gentlemen 
connected with mining. Mr. Boyie, who so ably presided upon the last 
occasion, was unanimously called to the chair, and stated that the com- 
mittee had excrted their utmost ability to draw up certain rules for the 
guidance of the association, and had done so in as liberal a spirit as pos- 
sible; at the same time, it would be for those present to determine whether 
they should be adopted. It was the anxious wish of the committee not 
to clash with any existing institution; and, therefore, the first subject 
they had to consider was the name to be given to the one they had met 
to form. There was a difference of opinion among the committee, but 
they considered it more desirable that it should be discussed and decided 
by the general body of members ; and from the admirable manner in whi« h 
the business was conducted upon the last occasion, he was satisfied that 
the result would mvet with general approbation, and that they were nu- 
merous enough, strong enough, and, he believed, they had energy enough, 
to carry it to successful issue, thus making them the more anxious to 
avoid collision with the present Mining Exchange. ; 

A very lengthened discussion ensued, which terminated in agreeing that 
the proposed association should be known by the name of * The Mining 
Subscription Rooms.” ‘ 

Mr. [fauverr cordially agreed with the name suggested, as he believed 
there were many gentlemen in England, and, indeed, in all parts of the 
world, who would object to belong to a mining exchange. ‘There were 
parties who came from Australia, America, or Cuba, who, upon arriving 
in this country, were like lost sheep; but he believed the proposed insti- 
tution would enable them to obtain any information they might require, 
as there could not be a doubt that great benefits would arise by capitalists 
meeting the brokers. : 

The Cuarrman then proposed a list of rules and regulations, and by 
which it was agreed that an association be formed, for the purpose of 
giving facilities for transacting mining business, to be called “* The Mining 
Subscription Rooms.” That the entrance fee both to town and country 
members be one guinea; that the annual subscription to the former be two 
guineas, and to the latter one guinea, the subscriptions to be paid into the 
Bank of London, to the credit of the committee. That nine members form a 
committee of management (three to be a quorum), who shall be elected, 
by ballot annually, at a general meeting. In all cases of dispute referred 
to the committee for adjudication their decision shall be final, the dis- 
putants to give notice to the secretary to convene a meeting of the com- 
mittee for that purpose. The committee are to have power to expel any 
subscriber who violates its rules, but the members are to elect a secretary, 
and appoint or dismiss officers. All bargains shall be considered as done 
for immediate cash, unless otherwise specially arranged, All shares sold 
shall be considered as having the calls paid-up to the close of the day of 
sale, and any dividends declared on the day of purchase of shares shall 
belong to the buyer. ‘Transfer of shares shall be delivered within one 
weck of the day of sale; and unless so delivered, the purchaser to have 
power to buy in the shares against the seller, upon giving him 48 hours 
notice in writing ; and the losses arising in the cases, either in buying in 
or selling out, is to be paid by the defaulters ; and, finally, no alterations 
are to be made in the rules, except at a gencral meeting of the members. 

The above is an analysis of the principal rules and regulations, the 
others being mere business details; and the CHAIRMAN observed, that it 
had been the anxious wish of the committee to draw them up in the most 
liberal spirit, as it was expected great advantage would be derived through 
admitting the members of the Stock Exchange free. 

The rules being very fully and ably discussed, were at length adopted, 
and upon a resolution being submitted for appointing a permanent com- 
mittee for the ensuing 12 months, Mr. GuepAtua observed, that after the 
admirable manner in which the committee appointed at the last meeting 
had performed their duties, they could not do better than elect them. 
After some observations as to whether it was desirable to increase the 
number from 9 to 15, the following gentlemen were unanimously elected : 
Mr. Boyle, Col. Croft, Messrs. T. P. Thomas, Ficld, Cumberland, Hallett, 
Guedalla, Pike, and Sibley, with Mr. Wm. Ward, as secretary. 

The proceedings throughout were conducted with great unanimity and 
good feeling; and although several amendments were proposed to the 
various rules as they were submitted seriatim, they were each discussed 
in a calm and business-like manner, which augurs well for the future suc- 
cess of the company. af 

Mr. Gurpa.ta, in proposing a vote of thanks to the Chairman, assured 
the meeting that he would exert himself to the utmost for the benefit of 
the association ; and the Caiman, in acknowledging the compliment, 
expressed his belief that the establishment would confer a great public 
benefit to the whole of the mining community.

terly repented. That such a state of things could exist for any length- 
ened period was impossible—the concern was abandoned by general con- 
sent, and the subscribers returned to their first-love. At such proceedings 
as these, all sound thinkers were scandalised.

In no share market 
in Europe can stock be realised upon with such certainty and rapidity as 
in our metropolis, But let me aak this gentleman, who is so lavish of his 
promises, whether he is prepared, Wiéh a few of his friends, to stand, like 
a member of the Paris syndicate, within a charmed circle, and make a 
price at all times in every respectable mine on the London market? That 
the subscription is too low to ensure respectability must be evident to 
every thinking man, who has watched with any degree of interest the 
various abortive attempts to establish associations within the last half cen- 
tury. To attempt to elevate any subscription room of this character into 
the dignity of an Exchange is simply absurd, and the public shall judge 
whether it contains any of the elements necessary for a responsible Ex- 
change. Asa subscription-room, and nothing more, it may succeed, and 
then only by great circumspection on the part of the management. It 
must be purged of its dross, in the shape of adventurers and hunters after 
popularity. Let them appoint a man of some experience as their secre-

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THE METAL TRADES AND INDUSTRIAL PROGRESS ON 
THE CONTINENT. 
[FROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT. | 
Nov. 29.—Tho demand for all descriptions of iron continues limited, 
and the general appearance of the Metal Market is without material altera- 
tion. The closing of the Exhibition has furnished to M. Duvignau a favour- 


able opportunity for bringing his “Central Depot for Iron Manufactures” 
before the public with renewed vigour; and although his language is, in 
some cases, rather strong, there can be no doubt that his project is worthy 
of adoption ; and from the great energy with which he advocates the esta- 
blishment of a permanent industrial exhibition of metallurgical products, 
he is justly entitled to success, ‘The foundation of such an exhibition 
could not fail to prove advantageous to both buyers and sellers, as it would 
afford the former the means of speedily determining the best market for 
any particular article; whilst to the latter its utility must be apparent, as 
an establishment of that description would ensure the products being al- 
ways before the public, and act asa permanent advertisement. At St. 
Dizier, there is no change since my last. The ironmasters’ meeting was 
held at Besancon on the 17th inst., when it was determined that, in con- 
sequence of the rise in the price of manufactured iron, the prices of pig 
should be maintained. A fair amount of business was done in first-rate 
brands, but other qualities were dull. ;

IRON AND COAL TRADES or YORKSHIRE AND DERBYSHIRE. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN CHESTERFIELD.) 

Nov. 30.—The recovery of Scotch pig-iron from its temporary de- 
pression, proves how perfectly legitimate are the transactions in the 
Scotch market, and that speculation must be well nigh dormant, other- 
wise the advance in the discount market must certainly have led to 
a speedy decline. The celebrity of the Scotch iron for foundry pur- 
poses, and the facilities for shipment abroad, no doubt tend to maintain 
it in a position somewhat beyond its true value, whilst the pig-iron of 
South Staffordshire and Derbyshire not being shipped in its crude state, 
but depending for its consumption upon the forges principally, has de- 
clined, so as to bear a more fair proportion to the value of malleable iron. 
The demand for all descriptions of iron, excepting sheets, continues to be 
very well maintained ; and, as the leading makers have orders to carry 
them through the most depressed period of the year, there is every pros- 
pect of prices being fully maintained. ‘There is little doubt of orders 
being plentifully given out in spring, as the extensive works in progress 
in foreign countries in which iron is employed very extensively, will ne- 
cessitate this article being drawn from the country. ‘There are American 
orders in the market, but they are not given out very freely, in conse- 

uence of the limit from abroad being below the actual value. The 
States buyers, it would appear, expected a further decline, which the pre- 
sent position and prospects of the trade enables the makers to resist. 

The Coal Trade, as is usual at this season of the year, is remarkably 
active, and an advance of 1s. per ton has been made at several of the 
collieries in Derbyshire, although the rise is not expected to become ge- 
neral. There isa healthy competition going on with the London merchants 
in the employment of Yorkshire and Derbyshire coals, and prices in the 
metropolis are now much lower than at former seasons, owing to the 
abundance of the supply. : 

At those collieries where an advance has been made in the price of coal, 
the pitmen have been paid at the rate of 2d. per ton extra for getting, and 
this circumstance is likely to cause some unpleasantness among the men 
at those works where the advance has not been made, Although the sup- 
ply of coal from these counties has been very considerably increased dur- 
ing the past and present year, arrangements are making which will mate- 
rally augment the supply in the course of the next season, by the openin 
of several extensive Cliieries, which will be commenced forthwith 3 an 
from their proximity to the main lines of railways, there will be no diffi- 
culty in communicating with distant markets. ‘ 

As the period for putting in force the new Act of Parliament for the 
Prevention of Accidents in Mines approaches, considerable anxiety is felt 
‘by coalmasters with regard to the means ta be adopted to enforce its laws. 
By some it has been contended that a considerable outlay will have to be 
made to comply with its provisions, so much so, as to justify them in rais- 
ing the price of coals; whilst others remark that it will be the means of 
closing many small pits, 

Since our last, the Mayor of Sheffield has received from the hands of 
the Emperor of the French the gold medal of honour, as marking the dis- 
tinction due to the manufacturers of Sheffield. In diameter it measures 
upwards of 2 inches, and its weight is equal to 35 sovercigns. On the 
obverse it contains the effigy of the Emperor ; on the reverse, the impe- 
rial eagle, and other French emblems, in the centre, with the arms of Eng- 
land, and other countries which have contributed to,the Exhibition, form- 
ing a band which encircles about three-fourths of the medal. 

The first annual meeting of the association established at Manchester 
forthe Prevention of Boiler Explosions was held on Tuesday, when a most 
satisfactory report and statement of accounts were presented and adopted, 
The association has 920 boilers under its inspection, and of that number 
81 were found in a dangerous state, principally from defevts in the boiler 
motintings, construction or strength not adapted to the working pressure, 
or injury sustained from deficiency of water. 

As the period is now drawing nigh when the new Act for the Preven- 
tion of Accidents will be put in force, some anxiety is being felt by coal- 
masters, with regard to what is considered the stringency of the rules 
which are to guide them. On Nov. 20, a meeting of the coalowners of 
Derbyshire, Nottinghamshire, Leicestershire, and Warwickshire, was 
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Inspector; with regard ito:the best mode of.carrying out ity q here 
and Wipers of seventy rules, and it was calculated that rasa Yah 
be adopted except at considerable expense ; and it was said that someemall 
colliery proprietors would close their pits, rather than go to the expense of 
putting them ina state required by the Act. The coalowners thought the 
Act by far too stringent, and in some degree unjust, and they could not 
carry it out without advancing the price of coals, so that the burden will, 
it appears, again have to be borne by the public. We trust the coal- 
owners will adopt no such expedient as raising the price of coal, to do that 
which ought to have been done years ago, and which would not, perhaps, 
have been accomplished except by legislative interference. 

The general condition of the mining population, in a social point of view, 
is tolerably good, and they feel less the pressure of the times than any 
other portion of the operative community. 

The Board of Trade returns, issued this weck, are satisfactory, and the 
large arrivals of gold, and the probability of an alliance with Sweden and 
Denmark, are circumstances which afford hope for the future. 








STOCK, MINING, AND RAILWAY SHARES IN IRELAND.

Nov. 29.—There is but little change to notice ‘in the Stock or Share 
Markets this week; generally speaking, both were firm, at or about the 
quotations of last week. Mining shares were steady, and General Mining 
Company shares were done at 5s. advance. Railway shares, also, were 
steady, and were more actively dealt in; but business was monopolised 
by the transactions in the leading lines. Midland Railway shares, which 
were flat last week, were firmer this, and there has been a slight advance 
in price. The following are the latest quotations :_-Consols, 872; New

Killarney Junction, 72; Midland Great Western, 48; Waterford and 
Limerick, 194, 

Some umbrage has been taken at my remarks of last week, when advo- 
cating the necessity of increased capital to carry on the operations of the 
General Mining Company; whereas I was only carrying out the opinions of 
the directors themselves, expressed in their intention of calling a special 
meeting to raise further capital by the issue of more shares. I did not 
on that occasion, nor do I now, as may be supposed, advocate a call, which 
it is stated might press heavily upon a portion of the shareholders; it is 
for the proprietors themselves, at the meeting on Monday, to determine 
the mode of raising the required capital, and I trust the decision that may 
be arrived at will be beneficial to the interests of the company. My anxi- 
ous wish is to see the company prosper, and I firmly believe it will do 80, 
if by increased capital operations can be extended. The present amount 
of paid-up capital is only about 13,000/., and I would venture to say that 
the value of the mines, machinery, mining materials, ores on hand, &c., 
ought to be fully worth this sum ; and, with the example of the Mining 
Company of Ireland before my eyes, I cannot think that I am in any way 
detracting from the character of the company by advocating an exten- 
sion of capital—or that I can alter the opinion which I have expressed. 
There was an average loss on the operations of the above-mentioned 
company, for over six years, of about 7500/. per annum, but the directors 
did not fail to call upon the shareholders to sustain them in their plans, 
till their capital reached its present amount, 140,000/., in 1835, since 
then, continued profits have shown the wisdom of the course. 

Inventions are valuable only in proportion to their usefulness and appli- 
cability ; and in these days of social progress, we hail every new application 
of science, not in proportion to the amount of gain it may bring to the 
inventor, but in proportion to the benefits which it is capable of con- 
ferring on society at large, and to the practicability of its being univer- 
sally adopted. In this age of sanitary reform, every exertion is made to 
prolong the duration of human life, and no amount of care is thought too 
great to attain that object. No sooner is the adulteration of food de- 
tected, than the matter becomes of national importance, and a parlia- 
mentary enquiry is granted, to take the subject into consideration; but 
great as are evils caused by the adulteration of food, they are as nothing 
when compared to those produced by vitiated air, caused by cesspools, 
and tbe accumulation of animal matter; because they are not confined to 
one city or one country, but extend to every part of the world where 
human beings congregate. 

Modern science has greatly mitigated the effects caused by noxious 
gases by the adoption of a more effective system of drainage ; but still a 
vast deal remains to be done, and the consideration of this fact has in- 
duced Dr, Gray, of this city, to make several experiments on the subject, 
and the result has been the invention of a self-acting and self-regu- 
lating flushing-machine, which has been used for the last six or seven 
months in the Poor-Law Unions, and other large establishments in this 
city, with the greatest success, never requirir 7 the least attention, being 
self-acting, and occasioning a flush of water at periods varying according 
to the arrangements determining the supply, (say) 15 or 30 minutes. 

It is difficult to convey in writing any idea of the arrangement of the 
apparatus, but I hope that the following will give some notion of its ge- 
neral character :—The apparatus consists of an outer chamber, which is 
constantly supplied with water by a pipe leading from the street main, or 
from any river or tank. Within this chamber is a cylinder, furnished 
with a circular float, which communicates with a valve at the bottom of 
the outer chamber. As soon, therefore, as this latter is filled with water 
to a certain point, the water overflows into a pipe leading under the float ; 
this causes the float to rise, and in so doing the valve is opened, and the 
body of water rushes into a pipe with two branches, the one leading to 
the soil pan, at the end of which there is a trap, leading to a syphon, and 
the other carrying another body of water under the pan, and meeting the 
syphon at the trap; these two bodies of water—viz., the one flowing into 
the pan, and the one flowing under the pan—choke the syphon, which 
then begins to act, and with such force that it thoroughly scours and 
cleanses the pan, carrying the foul water into the house drain. The sy- 
phon acts so quickly, that its operation has ceased before the water chamber 
first mentioned is entirely emptied, and the water that remains flows into 
the soil pan, not in sufficient quantities to make the syphon act, but fill- 
ing it to a certain point, at which it remains till the next flush, so that 
any odour which might arise during the intervals of the flush might be 
at once stifled. The latter idea—viz., that of keeping water continually 
in the soil pan—was not carried out in the model of the invention sent to 
the Paris Exhibition; nevertheleess, the commissioners have awarded 
Dr. Gray a Certificate of Merit, and scientific men of all classes accord 
their approbation of the invention, and their praises to the above-named 
gentleman, for what may be termed one of the greatest sanitary improve- 
ments of the age. It is peculiarly applicable to London, and all hotels 
and large houses in that great and crowded city should be supplied with 
the above apparatus; it prevents the intervention of servants, does what 
they might neglect to do, and it prevents the accumulation of putrid mat- 
ter in the house drain, so often the cause of frightful mortality in London 
and other cities. 

The report of the directors of the Belfast and Ballymena Railway Com- 
pany is highly gratifying, showing an increase in traffic receipts of 13837. 
on the half-year, and a decrease in working expenses of 846/. The di- 
rectors are able to recommend a dividend of 5/. per cent. The opening 
of the Ballymena and Portrush line completes the communication between 
Belfast and Londonderry, and brings in a good traffic on the parent line. 
The directors are making arrangements for the conveyance of the mineral 
traffic from the Duncrue Salt Works, now greatly progressing. 

The directors of the Cork and Passage Railway do not intend declaring 
any dividend this half-year. In consequence of great opposition, the fares 
were lowered, 3o that there has been a falling off of 500/. in the receipts, 
notwithstanding a great increase in the number of passengers. A saving, 
however, has been effected in the working expenses of nearly 800/., and 
this counterbalances the loss on the traffic receipts. 

Railway extension to the West of Ireland is about being carried into 
effact by the formation of a new company, entitled the North-Western 
Railway of Ireland, and favoured by the Midland Great Western Com- 
pany. The new line is to be 54 miles in length, to extend from Strokes- 
town to Castlebar, Westport, Ballina, and Sligo, with branches from 
Strokestown to Roscommon, and from Castlebar to some central port in 
Mayo. The estimated cost of construction is only 6000/. per mile, to be 
raised by 38,000 shares of 10/. each. The shareholders are to be guaran- 
teed a dividend of not less than 47, per cent.

WHY MAKE A SHREWSBURY, HANWUOD, AND WELSH.

is question is suggestive of very important considerations, well worthy 

the earnest attention of all interested in Central Wales, and who are de. 

sirous of improying its means of communication with the rest of the 


country, To the commercial community of Salop, a favourable solution 
of the question is of vital importance, as nothing could compensate for 
the loss of the Welsh trade, a contingency far from improbable, should the 
application, in the forthcoming Session of Parliament, for a bill for the 
construction of the Shrewsbury, Hanwood, and Weshpool line prove un. 
successful. Interested parties have striven hard, by newspaper correspond- 
ence, and otherwise, to excite an unworthy jealously between the towns 
of Oswestry and Shrewsbury, by endeavouring to show that it is not to 
the advantage of the former place that a Shrewsbury line be made, and 
that its construction would jeopardise the making of the Oswestry por- 
tion of the Oswestry and Newtown Railway. How far the course of 
events might justify the shareholders of that company in arriving at such 
@ conclusion it is impossible to say; but we believe we are right in 
stating that no intention of the kind is entertained at present, nor is it 
ever likely to be. We believe the suspicion to have originated with the 
railway “‘Gamaliel” at Paddington; and, no doubt, through the agency 
of spies, clothed in brief authority, it has been freely promulgated among 
the Oswestrians, The citizens of the border borough, of rather bilious 
temperament at best, have unwittingly fallen into this Great Western 
trap, and the public are being annoyed with columns of angry remon- 
strances, protests, indignant epistles, and other freaks of ‘injured inno- 
cence.” e pity the dupes, and despise the knaves by whom they are 
deceived, But, why make a Shrewsbury and Welshpool Railway? A 
question easily asked, and, fortunately, not difficult to answer. Our first 
reply tothe query is, because unless such a line is made faith will have 
been broken with the public, who last year abandoned their own scheme, 
and transferred their interest to the Oswestry and Newtown Company, 
on the distinct understanding that in the next session an Act for the for- 
mation of a line from Shrewsbury to Welshpool should be applied for, 
Without that support, the Oswestry and Newtown bill would not have 
been obtained, and it is asking too much to forego the Shrewsbury ex- 
tension, in the absence of any sufficient reason for so extraordinary a 
course of procedure. Our second reply is equally forcible ; it is, because 
the traffic of the intervening country, and still more the commerce of the 
districts beyond Welshpool, imperatively call for the making of a line. 

As we stated last week, the present traffic would pay a handsome divi- 
dend on the moderate outlay required for the construction of the line; 
and when it shall have been properly developed, we doubt not the returns 
will be considerably in advance of the bulk of railway undertakings. 
Another and very potent reason is, justice to the traffickers of the district 
demands that they be supplied with a more direct means of transit for 
their merchandise than the circuitous route by way of Oswestry. The 
ane « Hanwood, and Welshpool line makes the distance from the 
former to the latter place a trifle over 19 miles, while by way of Oswestry 
it cannot be less than 32. If the Shrewsbury scheme were abandoned, 
all the traffic for that town, and southwards, would be forced by way of 
Oswestry ; and it is too monstrous to suppose that the country would 
quietly submit to be taxed with so large an unnecessary mileage. The 
public have it yet in their power to prevent, not only the making of that 
part of the Oswestry and Newtown Railway from Oswestry to Cefn, but 
the entire line ; and our “bilious friends” may depend upon it, if they 
exercise any undue interference to prevent the construction of a Shrews- 
bury line, evil will only come to themselves, and they alone be made to 
pay the penalty of their indiscretion. This petty uproar against a Shrews- 
bury line, excited by Great Western satellites, is altogether unwarrant- 
able; and, but for the influence it may exercise on weak minds, it is 
hardly worth the refutation. Traffic, like, water, takes the easiest and 
most natural course; and, depend upon it, while the Shrewsbury line 
would very properly monopolise the midland and south traffic, all des- 
tined for the north would go by way of Oswestry, being the shortest route. 

Then, why quarrel unnecessarily, and perpetuate jealousies which ought 
to have no abiding-place in honourable minds ? e strongly recommend 
the people of Oswestry to co-operate with the inhabitants of Welshpool 
and Shrewsbury, in obtaining a railway between the two latter towns; 
and, of the schemes now before the public the most deserving of support 
is, unquestionably, the Shrewsbury, Hanwood, and Welshpool. 








Yfux Creverann Tronstone.—Mr. MeNay, the talented secretary of 
the Stockton and Darlington Railway,delivered, a few evenings ago, a most 
interesting lecture on the subject of the “ Iron Trade and its Manufac- 
ture,” in the Mechanic’s Institute, Wolsingham, Durham. The lecturer 
commenced by referring to the early mention of iron by various writers, 
observing that when the Romans invaded this country it is evident that 
they procured this article from our hills in great abundance. There are 
indications of this in the hills and valleys of Cleveland, where the recent 
discoveries of iron ore have been made. For some time the principal places 
for manufacturing iron were in Wales, Staffordshire, and Scotland; to 
these may now be added Durham and Cleveland. The facilities and ad- 
vantages for economical production here are very considerable. The prox- 
imity of the various articles required to each other is of great importance. 
The Cleveland stone is found in layers or beds of from 6 to 12 ft. in thick- 
ness; in other places the thickness has been generally limited to a few 
inches, or a few feet; this entailed heavy expense in procuring the ore. 
The geological formation in which the Cleveland stone is, is called the 
oolite. A writer on this says :—‘ The iron ore of this formation was first 
known and worked, at its very northern extremity, in the neighbourhood 
of Middlesborough-on-Tees. Here, some two or three years ago, a work- 
man noticed a considerable deposit of iron which had taken place from 4 
spring issuing at the base of one of its beds ; upon calcining a piece of the 
rock, its character was at once evident, He communicated his discovery 
to the proprietors of the extensive iron-works at Witten and Middles- 
borough, who immediately recognised its importance. The beds, upon 
examination, proved to be 15 ft. in the points of out-crop, and to contain 
30 per cent. of iron, lying at the summit of the Cleveland Hills, in many 
pat with only a thin covering of soil.

Gibraltar, constructed of an exceedingly 
hard rock (porphyry), was never taken by siege, but by treachery, and 
Nelson’s fleet bombarded a granite fort without inju h 
forms the harbour, forts, and heights of Sebastopol is of a still harder cha- 
racter (basalt), and the strengthening works are constructed of the same 
material, one of the hardest rocks known; hence, it is inferred that the 
reason why the Allies were so long in making an impression is simply a 
geological one, directly referable to this hard rock, which prevents suc- 
cessful mining operations for the purpose of blowing up the walls, and 
also causes the cannon balls to fall upon them harmless as hail. The 
earthworks, too, constructed by the Russians, in which the soldiers showed 
themselves so expert, proved powerful additional defences in connection 
with those with which Nature has so bountifully supplied them, Not- 
withstanding the confidence with which these te pat wr given, it is 
evident much misconception prevails as to the real geological formation of 
the Crimea, A correspondent, writing on the subject, states that from the 
information he has received from an officer of the 33d regiment, who has 
spent a year there, the subsoil is a solid, but soft rock, with about a yard 
of earth above it, sometimes loam, which accounts in some measure for 
the wet and dry transitions, which have proved so injurious. Limestone 
and oolite, by others, are said to abound of different degrees of hardness, 
but these are not basalt, and it would, no doubt, prove highly interesting 
if some of our correspondents would set us right on the subject. 

Tux Staunton Inon-Worxs Company.—An —— was made to 

‘the Master of the Rolls for an order to wind-up the affairs of this com- 
pany, under peculiar circumstances. Messrs, B. Smith and Sons had 
carried on business as iron merchants and manufacturers, but becoming 
embarrassed, they entered into an arrangement witk their creditors for 
the liquidation of their debts. On Nov. 13, 1849, a deed was executed 
by the Smiths of the first part, certain parties, trustees, of the second, and 
the creditors, 121 in number, of the third part. By it the Smiths assigned 
over all interest in trust, the works were to be carried on under the above 
designation, and the profits rateably divided among the creditors, until 
they had reecived 20s. in 17, New leases of the premises were to be taken, 
new buildings erected, and the trustees were empowered to do everything 
as fully as if solely interested therein. There was also a provision for 
winding-up, by direction of a general meeting of creditors, and various 
clauses, not usually found in composition deeds, by which it was sought 
to establish a regular ee and bring the case within the enact- 
ments of the Winding-up Act. Mr. R. Palmer and Mr. Cairns appeared 
in support of the petition, and the Master of the Rolls, in giving judgment, 
said he did not think it at all a case for the operation of the Winding-up 
Act, but a mere speculative attempt. The question was, whether the cre- 
ditors were to be treated as shareholders in a company, and made contri- 
butories, to liquidate the debts which had accrued. He did not think he 
could make the order : the deed did not constitute a partnership, but was 
more for the benefit of the Smiths than the creditors. The delay which 
the latter submitted to in the payment of their debts amounted, in fact, to 
a loan to carry on the business. If he were to decide that persons were 
partners under such circumstances, it would hardly be possible for any 
one to advance money for carrying on business, to be repaid out of profits. 
He, therefore, was of opinion, that it was not a partnership within the 
meaning of the Winding-up Act, and not a case in which he could make 
the order.—Petition dismissed, with costs.

ew Meratutc Attoy.—Mr. F. J. Anger, of Stamford-street, Black- 
friars, has taken out a patent for a compound of metals, which in many points resem-

‘IMPROVEMENTS IN Furnaces.—lIn a leading article, in the Journal of 
Nov. 17, on Boiler Explosions, we noticed a steam generator and smoke-consuming 
apparatus, patented by Messrs. Robinson and Co., of Huddersfield, which, from the 
inefficiency of the data possessed by us, was inaccurately described. It appears that 
the upper grate is formed of hollow tubes, communicating at one end with the boiler, 
and at the other with a water space, thus allowing a free and rapid circulation of 
water. The upper grate alone is fired, and, the draught being downward, the smoke 
and gases are consumed by passing through the fire, and over the incandescent cin- 
ders, which form another fire below, its fuel falling from that above. The patentees 
state that, by this arrangement, a saving of 30 to 35 per cent. of fuel is secured, and 
that it is their intention to render the invention applicable to marine boilers, where 
economy is of such paramount importance. ¢ arrangement is now in operation, 
with much satisfaction, at numerous manufacturing establishments in the northern 
nd midland counties. 


Dovste Furnace Borters—tHe Late Exptoston.—With reference 
to the remarks of Mr. Fraser, and other witnesses on the inquest over the bodies of 
the deceased workmen who were killed at Messrs. Hall and Boyd’s Sugar Refinery, 
St. George’s in the East, an engineer writes acknowledging the general correctness of 
the remarks, but deprecates the a immediately expressed to the use of these 
boilers, as likely to cause great and needless alarm to large numbersof people who use 
the same form as the one in question. He states that it was not the principle so much 
as the proportions which were in fault, and considers that the taper portion of the 
flue was too long, which, together with the great difference in size between the front 
and back flues, would necessitate a weak form of section at thejunction. The shorter 
the taper part of the flue the more perfect the smoke-consuming qualities, and the 
stronger the section to resist the pressure of thesteam. He further states that he has 
seen scores of these boilers in use, giving every satisfaction, and that he never remem- 
bers to have heard of an explosion of a single boiler of this construction ; in fact, if 
these boilers are to be condemned, a very large number of the cotton mills in Man- 

















chester, and the neighbourhood, would suffer; besides, many large manufacturing 
establishments in and about London, where from three to twelve, or even more, are 
employed in one establishment. The writer then proceeds to remark that when the 
fire is entirely under a cylindrical boiler, the plate of the convex surface is over the 
hottest part, when the reverse ouzht to be the case, as all the deposit settles on those 
plates, When the fire is in a tube surrounded with water, the deposit subsides below 
the flue, and is comparatively harmless, the heating surface is also concave, and, con- 
sequently, more effective. These remarks are stated to have been made without pe- 
cuniary inducement, or any participation in a patent; but simply from a general 
interest in the question of steam-boilers.
